Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 26 is allowable, newly renumbered as claim 1 . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This invention relates to a novel method of preparing a morpholinyl-methyl-dihydro- 
quinoxalinyl compound according to formula IV of claim 26. This application is a Divisional of 
U.S. Appl. No. 10/325,248, now U.S. Pat. No. 6,686,356. The instant claimed method is found 
allowable because certain quinoxalinyl compounds are known in the art as anti- viral agents, 
however, the intermediate of formula IV is novel, therefore, its method of preparation is also 
novel and unobvious. The closest of prior art fails to teach or render obvious the preparation of 
the aforementioned compounds that contain the same morpholinyl-methyl-quinoxalinyl moiety. 
For example, U.S. Pat. No. 5,792,774 (Haughan et al) discloses the synthesis of similar quinoline 
compounds, however the '774 patent does not teach the same quinoxalinyl intermediate 
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compound or its process of preparation. Therefore, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest the instant claimed compound of formula IV or its preparation.
